The work is a part of a new trans¬ 
lation of the entire Old Testament 
now being prepared at the univer¬ 
sity. 

Prof, yniith’s statement said that 
the translation is accurate and that 
many portions of tlie testament had 
been completely rephrased in an ef¬ 
fort to preserve the original mean¬ 
ing ami the poetic quality of the 
original. 

The translation of the Twenty- 
third psalm follows;

I That military training at Pomona 
I College will be optional for the 
freshman class next year, but, ac¬ 
cording to the contract with the gov¬ 
ernment, will be still required for the 
class of 1928 next fall, was stated 
by Dean E. J. Jaqua. Although this 
action was the result of discussion 
in the Course of Study committee 
last year and of the vote of the 
board of trustees last June, no gen¬ 
eral announcement of the dropping 
of the requirement has previously 
been made. 

The maintenance of the R. O. T. 
C. unit after the war period was due 
to the feeling of many of the alum¬ 
ni and former students that they 
had previously been handciapped in 
obtaining commissions by the lack 
of such training during their college 
oourse. Acknowledging that some 
sort of military organization will be 
necessary for many years, the trus¬ 
tees at that time felt that the best 
, type of student should be trained for 
, officers’ commissions. The disciplin¬ 
ary and physical advantages of mili¬ 
tary training were also recognized. 

To obtain the minimum number 
necessary to hold the unit the col- 
' lege made the training compulsory. 
‘ Many benefits resulted from the 
presence of the unit, notably the is¬ 
suing of uniforms to all the men 
and the granting of pay to officers 
. in the junior and senior classes, fol¬ 
lowing the valuable experience of 
^ summer camp training. Instruction 
in military science on both the the- 
' oretical and practical side has been 
of a nuiformly high standard. 

I There has been much 'opposition, 
however, both within and without 
‘ the college to compulsory military 
training, and with changed condi¬ 
tions the trustees have authorized 
the dropping of the requirement. 
The unit will be maintained next 
year, since there will be enough 
sophomores, and freshmen voluntar¬ 
ily electing military training, to 
meet the government requirement, 
but the fate of the unit thereafter 
will depend on the number of stu¬ 
dents who see fit to elect military 
training. The dropping of military 
will nece.ssarily be - accompanied by 
an increase in the requirements in 
physical •education.

WHY NOT LET THEM EARN IT? 

The best possible way to provide adequate salaries 
for postal workei’s all over the country would lie for Uncle 
Sam to arrange to get a day’s work for a day’s pay out of 
his employes in Washington. With some real economizing 
at the capital the means could probably be found to sup¬ 
ply the needed increase in post office salaries. 

Although it may not be generally known, government 
clerks in the city of Washington work only seven hours a 
day, w'hile throughout the rest of the country eight hours 
is the rule, or is supposed to be. 

Just why this discrimination in favor of those at the 
national capital is made has never been explained, so far 
as we know. But it means that the 50,000 government 
workers at Washington t|ius give service short every day 
to the total equivalent of about 20 years. In other Words, 
an average salary for 20 years is lost to the taxpayers 
daily, through this custom. 

Salaries for similar classes of work are as high or 
higher in Washington and these facts recently led a sena¬ 
tor to ask: “Why is eight hours so sacred away from 
Washington and only seven hours here?” He got no an¬ 
swer. 

* * * 

WHAT WE TALK ABOUT 

Investigators classified 500 conversations overheard in 
public places to find out just what men and women talk 
about, in Cleveland and New York. They found that the 
subjects vai’ied little in the tw’o cities. 

Men’s conversations were 48 per cent alxiut business, 
15 per cent about sports and amusements, 12 per cent 
about other men, these being the most fi’equent topics. 

Conversations of women were most frequently about 
men, this topic showing great variation in the two cities, 
22 per cent in Cleveland and 44 per cent in New York. 

^ Clothes were the subject of 20 per cent and other women 
women 15 per cent. 

In mixed company men talked most to women about 
amusements, next of business and money. W’omen con¬ 
versed with men most about themselves and other women.

Even keener appreciation, if pos¬ 
sible, than at the first performance 
was accorded the second pre.scntation 
of the Christmas pageant in the 
Congregational Church Sunday night.

After many months of inquiry and 
.search, the title to the lot pur- 
cha.seil last year by the Masonic 
J.O(ige for the new temple has been 
cleared up through the efforts of 
Attorney Robert Mitchell.

The title company di.scovered the 
de.scription of the cast half was in¬ 
accurate, leaving a wedge between 
the two halves 4 inches wide at one 
end and running to a point at the 
front end, 102 feet awaw. 

investigation showed the east half 
had been acquired under correct des¬ 
cription in 1880, by one Laura M. 
Oil ins. It was transferred by her 
in lOOG under the erroneous descrip¬ 
tion. Diligent inijuiry among old 
timers failed to identify or locate 
I .aura C. Collins. 

Finally Mr. Mitchell went to the 
original record of the sale to Laura 
C. Collins in 1889. He found the 
signature to the deed was witnessed 
by Notary T. L. Chapin of Los An¬ 
geles. He found Mr. Chapin but he 
could not remember Laura C. Col¬ 
lins. Mr. Mitchell went back to the 
record and found the deed was re¬ 
corded at the request of E. M. Col¬ 
lins. He again inquired of Mr. Cha¬ 
pin who .said he knew 10. .M. Col¬ 
lins and believed he had a sister liv¬ 
ing in I-os Angeles. 

Following this clue, Mr. Mitchell 
hunted uj) E. M. Collins who said 
his sister, I.aura C. Collins, was liv¬ 
ing in Eagle Rock and had held ti¬ 
tle to the lot, which really belonged 
to him. He agreed to procure a 
quit claim deed to the lot uniler the 
correct description. This has now 
been done and the lodge can pro¬ 
ceed as soon as negotiations in re¬ 
gard to contracts and financing are 
completed. It is expectoil this will 
be within a very short time.
